MAMMOTH STEEL BOAT HULLS 


Such n» You Never »ee Outside the Cramp 


Ship Yards rasa Down the Ohio Today. 
The Clara Cavett, a Pittsburg tow- 


boat passed down the river this after- 
noon for Cairo witn two of the largest 
steel floating barges ever built One of 
them was the steel hull of a govern-, 
inert dredge boat to be used in the 
Mississippi riverat St.Louis and Kansas 
City. It was built at Pittsburg by. the 
Schultz Bridge Co., and has cost so far 
over $120,000. 400 tons of machinery 
are to be placed in position yet. 275 
tons of steel were used in its construc- 
tion. It 173 feet long and 75 feet wide 
and will draw Jour feet of water with 
the machinery on it. It is provided 
with an automatic water filterer capa- 
blo of purifying 100,000 gallons of 
muddy Mississippi water every hour. 
There are two of these filters and some 
idea of their size can be had when it is 
known that two car loads of crushed 
quartz will be placed in each one, 
filling them only about 
half 
full.
